Guest Editorial

ARPSC publicity is vital if the radio amateur is to retain his 
rightful place in our present and future society. It is quite 
alarming how badly uninformed and misinformed the public of 
this day appear to be regarding the public service capabilities 
and organized activities of radio amateurs. This also applies 
to the press, which is most unfortunate. Too often it is said by 
too many amateurs; ‘‘I don’t mind helping out during emergen- 
cies, I get my personal satisfaction from doing the job, I don’t 
want any kind of credit or publicity.’’ Publicity is the very life 
blood of the radio amateur. Without it he is lost, especially 
when unfounded and insulting remarks are directed at him by 
the public, and in many cases an immature press. 

On February 17, 1967 the syndicated column ‘‘Dear Abby” 
published the following: “(Dear Abby, Recently we moved into a 
very nice home andour problem is the interference we get when 
we try to use our television set, Now we find out that a neigh- 
bor is a Ham radio operator and that’s the reason for the inter- 
ference. My son spoke to his son about it, the kid gave him 
some kind of silly answer about maybe something was wrong 
with our set. Abby, do you mean to tell me that just because 
some nut fools around with ham radio for a hobby, we have to 
hold still for this? Inthis countrywhere there are so many ri- 
diculous laws, are there none to control these useless nuts? 
Please advise. Signed ‘RECEPTION RUINED.’’ Following is 
Abby’s reply, Ham operators are usually very cooperative and 
perhaps your neighbor would be too, if you approached him 
properly. I am advised by a veteran ham operator that if a 
neighbor complains about interference, he (the ham) will gladly 
provide him with a coil which filters out all interference. 

There you have it dear readers, and although Abby’s advice 
is not strictly correct, it is probably better than no advice, 
This type of letter, widely publicized, can do great harm to 
the radio amateur. I personally publicized this letter on the 
Florida Side-banders meeting Feb, 19, 1967. 

Such character assination of the radio amateur must be 
fought and answered not by words but by deeds, and good ones at 
that. Let’s settle our differences and puil together. I remember 
fighting desperately as a member of ARRL like hundreds of 
others in New York, to have the ban lifted after World War I. 
With plenty of pressure from everyone interested in amateur 
radio, the amateurs were permitted to gobackon the air, after 
being stalled by the government for 8 months, 

Such operations as BEBA with the publicity in the September 
issue of the Florida Motorist and other AAA publications helps 
to inform the public of our ability to serve the public. It is high 
time we spent more time publicizing our public service activi- 
ties and less time criticizing so freely when we are on the air, 
Let us not forget that a large segment of the public have 
receivers with ham band coverage, and they must be puzzled 
at times, I know I am.

PART Il THE TOWER! 


Most jobs begin at the ground 
floor and so does this one, Start 
by removing the guy wires if 
necessary and lower the tower, 
This won’t be too difficult for 
those that own atilt or lean over 
type tower and if you don’t own 
one now is the time to serious- 
ly think about acquiring one, If 
you own a good rigid tower, this 
would be an ideal time to con- 
vert to a tilt over type. For 
some pointers on the methods, 
see the November issue of 73, 
page 88, While this may not be 
exactly your style it does have 
its good points, 

With the tower on the ground, 
remove the antenna (s), rotator 
and all feedlines and set them 
aside for later on, Remove any 
appendages which may be onthe 
tower; usually only the winch, 
Removing the winch will re- 
quire all the cable also and the 
reasons for this will become

apparent later, Setallthis gear 
aside also for later on. The 
smaller equipment can be work- 
ed on after dark, 

The first step now is to vis- 
ually inspect the naked tower. 
Be very thorough; get down 
close and inspect those hard to 
see parts, scratching away at 
spots that look like rust. It 
probably is rust which may sur- 
prise you somewhat, Don’t be 
fooled by the term galvanized, 
It will still rust because by any 
other name it remains basically 
steel and steel does rust, Gal- 
vanizing can only retard the 
rusting action. Use the wire 
brush and take all rust, corros- 
ion and dirt off down to bare 
metal, Clean the entire tower 
from end to end, inspecting it 
as you go. Look for flaws, 
checks, hair line cracks and 
broken joints especially around 
the portion where the cross 
braces join the vertical tube 
members, These weak spots 
will soon become major ones 
and ultimately the weak link in 
your chain, Repair any flaws 
in the best manner applicable 
to the situation by welding, bolt- 
ing, cementing or what have 
you as the needs dictate, 

When the tower meets with 
your approval of its ruggedness A 
paint it in its entirety and don’t 
spare the paint. If the tower is 
galvanized, aluminum paint will 
be the easiest to apply as one 
coat will usually suffice, how- 
ever, any type of good exterior 
paint may be used by priming 
the metal first, In this case at 
least two coats will be needed 
to do a first rate job, The best 
recommended paint is a good 
industrial enamel, 

Before you set the tower a- 
side, give itsome extra thought, 
Do you mount your rotator in- 
side the tower or above it? This

is an excellent time to do so, 
All rotators of heavy antennas 
should be mounted inside of the 
tower for best performance, Not 
only will it look better but it 
will last longer. The bearings 
in a rotator will give youbetter 
life span because the sleeve 
above the rotator will elimin- 
ate all pressure from side sway 
and because the only pressure 
is straight down the rotator will 
not have to fight as much tor- 
que to start the antenna turn- 
ing, especially in a wind, 

To mount it inside the tower 
you will need a piece of steel 
plate approximately 1/4’? thick 
and about the same size and 
shape as the outside dimensions 
of the tower, Shape it so as to 
fit it inside the tower and rest- 
ing atop of the first set of rungs 
below the sleeve, Secure it 
fast by welding in place or bolt 
it with U bolts fastened around 
the rungs, two to a rung, Be 
sure the plate is solid and does 
not move from side to side. Now 
remove the lower post housing 
of the rotator and lay out the 
placement of the mounting holes, 
Align the rotator by placing a 
short length of pipe through the 
sleeve and into the rotator, This 
should position the unit so the 
holes can be marked out on the 
steel plate. Drill the holes 
slightly larger than the count- 
ing bolts so the rotator may 
be shifted slightly to align the 
unit under the sleeve, Bolt the 
unit in place and hook up the 
control section with a

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An Electronic ‘TR’ Switch 


By Earl Spencer, K4FQU* 


THIS CIRCUIT WAS SENT TO SKIP WITH NO WRITTEN IN- 
FORMATION AND WAS APPARENTLY TAKEN FROM THE 
MAY 1958 ISSUE OF “THE BISON.” 


Most hams today have lost the flavor of using separate trans- 
mitters and receivers through the transition to SSB and the 
transceiver and so this article is for those few who have not yet 
succumbed to the fever. 

This is a rather simple switch requiringno manual dexterity 
and should give trouble free service for a long time. It should 
be capable of power inputs up to about 350 watts RF and could 
be used on the legal limits if enough limiting resistance were 
used at point X on the schematic, 

The combination of C1 and the 6 watt lamp act as a current 
limiting resistance when in the transmitting position, Sample 
RF causes the first half of V1 to bias to cut-off thus blocking

RF from the rest of the circuit andultimately the receiver. In 
the receive position, which is immediate upon the absence of 
RF, the first half of V1 assumes the position of a grounded grid 
amplifier, The second half of Vlactsas a conventional ampli- 
fier feeding the first half triode of V2 which is a cathode foll- 
ower type to the receiver, This amplification adds enough gain 
to the signal to overcome the circuit losses induced through the 
blocking system, 

The small plate resistance in the two halves of V1 allow the 
circuit to be rather broad banded shouldbe usable from 80 thr- 
ough 10 meters; possibly even through 6. 

The second half of V2 is a conventional half wave diode rec- 
tifier. No information could be found on the Merit #3045 Trans- 
former but any type producing 100-130 volts shouldwork. The 
filaments can be 6 or 12 volts either in series or parallel. 

This circuit is quite simple and should work very well espec- 
ially for CW break-in operation as its recovery time should be 
in miliseconds, Lots of luck...
